A Yale graduate, now studying at 


Leipzig University, iu a letter to the 
New Haven Palladium giving a few sug- 
gestions lo those who tliiuk'of going to 
Germany to study, Kiiys:— 


Many people are puzzled as (o what to 


take with them in the way of clothing 
aud Biuall personal effects. 
This depends 


much upon where you are going aud 
whether you intend to remain all the 
time in one place. 
If you are going to 


northern or central Germany and iuteud 
to stay iu one plr.ce as long as two years, 
it would pay lo take a good inauy home 
comforts with you. 
They can be sent 


. with very little trouble or expense by 
way of Hamburg as freight. 
Il pays to 


Rend oue's trunks so iu nmiry eases, as 
thus one is saved all care of them, and if 
they be heavy the whole freight charge 
will perhaps be less than' one has to pay 
for "overweight" ot baggage between 
England and his destination in Germany.

to take would be a

lamp" (apparently

because they are nut found in Germany), 
sheets, pillow-cases, and blankets, a car-

the first year, at least, 'tis a great mistake. 
One will leuru the language very much 
more easily and rapidly with a German 
family than if he go to a restaurant, aud 
upend much of bis time atone or in

pany with those who speak his mother 
touguu. 
My own experience is that a 


given quality of board costs more at a 
restaurant than at a ''pension."

it will not pay to lay in much of a

of clothing before leaving home. Gen- 
tleman's clothing, made to order, costs 
only about one-half as much in Scotland 
or England as iu America, but you need 
uot expect as good a lit as your American 
tailor would give you. 
In Germany you 


will pay about three-fourths 
American, 


pricey, aud you will get good fits, usually. 


There arc conflicting statements as to 


cost 
of living 
in German university 


towns. 
The truth is that there is much 


difference iu the prices in different places, 
and still more in the expeusiveness of 
different individuals. 
Vienna is one of 


the most expensive university towns in 
Europe. . Leipzig is perhaps the cheapest 
large university towii in Germany, but 


- some of the smaller places like Yen.i and 


Greifswiild are cheaper. 
The average 


German students probably spend more 
money, comparatively with the value of 
money in the 
two countries, than the 


American student does, but he spends a 
good shorn of (bin for beer and tobacco. 
Tobacco is very cheap in Germany, but 
beer costs about as much as iu America 
at least the popular idea that it eosln- 
almost nothing to drink a great deal of 
beer in Germany is a great mistake. 


There is a deal of nonsense in the talk 


about the necessity of drinking wine and 
beer in Europe, at least as far as north- 
ern Europe is concerned. I have been in 
five or six different countries, and have 
foiinil good water everywhere. 
I have 


been told by one who had studied two 
yearn in Germany that American students 
were .despised 
by Germans. 
I think 


something must have, been the matter 
with that specimen of young America. 
From my own experience, and from the 
testimony of the most of (hose whom j 
have met here,'I think the opposite is true, 
lioth professors and students are, iis a 
rule, very courteous and considerate to 
American 
tiUtdenta who behave tjtem- 


Kelvcs,lik<) gentlemen—aud no others de- 
serve courtesy in Germany or elsewhere. 


I will say just a word more in regard to 


prices. It is, of course, impossible to as- 
sure any one just what his expenses will 
be at a German univeisiiy.

• Leipzig tie an example, however, I think 


those who are economical can nnike both 
ends meet on $-100 per year, 
At least I 


have met America"'students who claimed 
that they con Id do it. lint it isjwt ijuile. 
safe to depend upon tin's. Four hundred 
dollars would allow almost nothing for 
books or for travelling during vacations. 
The average American student ut J-eipxig, 
oven the one who has (lie faculty of mak- 
ing a little money go a good way, pruba- 
bly finds it nectary to spend §Ji(H) or 
jjtiJOO t\ year.
